CAPTAIN DIES ES. FROM SHOCK 


Two Seamen Jump FEA et ee and 
Are Drowned—Rest Ate Picked Up 
By Patrol Boat and Landed—United 
States Will Hold Germany to Strict 
Account 


London, May 3.—The American oi! 
tank steamer Gulflight, which sailed 


from Port Arthur, Tex., April i0 
for Rouen, France, was torpedoed off 
the Scilly islands, according to a dis- 
patch received by the Central News 
Agency. 

The captain of the Gulflight, ac- 
cording to-the same advices, died of 
heart failure as a result of shock. 
‘’wo seamen jumped overboard and 
were drowned. 

The other members of the crew 
were taken off by a patro] boat and 
landed. The yessel was towed into 
Crew sound and ‘beached. 

The Guiflight was a steel vessel of 
3202 tons and was built at Camden, 
N. J.; in 1914. She was owned by 
the Gulf Refining company. The ves- 
sel was 383 feet long, 51. feet beam 
and 30 feet deep. She was equipped 
with wireless telegraphy. 

If first reports are borne out, the 
attack on the Guiffight constitutes the 
tirst case-—of.-an.-American vessel 
struck-by a torpedo with consequent 
loss of lives. Two American vessels 
have been sunk by mines, the re- 
sponsibility for which never has been 
fixed, and an American, Leon O. 
Thresher, , was. «drowned when the 
Hritish ship Falaba was torpedoed. 
The United States government has 
just completed its investigation otf 
the Thresher case, but in view of the 
direct attack on an American vessel! 
how reported, it is probable that both 


incidents’ will be dealt with in what-| jaws.

_It is generally recalled that, in the 
note sent by the United States to 
Germany in answer to Germany's 
proclamation of a war zone around the 
British Isles and Ireland, the Wash- 
ington government stated that it 
would hold the German government 
“to a strict accountability” for the 
loss of any American lives or ves- 
sels, the phraseology being so drawn 
as to cover attacks on belligerent ves- 
sels on which Americans were travel- 
ing. Officials said that at the time 
the purpose of the document was to 
insist upon the right of Americans to 
voyage on the high seas even on_bel- 
ligerent merchantmen and on the ob- 
fervances of previous rules of inter- 
national lew which provide for the 
transfer to places of safety of non- 
combatants aboard unarmed Mmer- 
chantmen. 

In diplomatic quarters the attack 
on %ae Gulflight recalled similar ex- 
periences of other neutral craft with 
German submarines. .A Norwegian 
and a Dutch’ steamer were torpedoed 
recently, but so. far ‘as Could be re- 
called by officials here,mo lives were 
lost. In these cases the German gov- 
ernment, besides promising to pay 
damages for the vessels destroyed, 
expressed its regret at the occur- 
renee. ,

kind of pump for taking in food. This 
includes plants and animals. It has a 
small gizzard, which contains many 
stones, and these are used instead of 
teeth to grind the food.—Chicago Her.

PUBLIC LIBRARY NOTES. 


The meetings held lately in Quincy 


this new movement, testify to the in- 
terest of our people in this burning 
question. One of the latest books on 
the subject is “Woman Suffrage, Mis- 
tory, Arguments, and Results,” edited 
by Frances M. Bjorkman and Annie 
G. Porritt, which the library has re- 
ceived as a gift from the Massachu- 
setts Woman’s Suffrage Association. 
This book is divided into seven chap- 
ters, Which are by various — writers. 
The first chapter is a history of the 
movement in the United States, by Ida 
Husted Harper, in which she goes. back 
as far as the year 1847: The fourth 
chapter by our well known = social 
worker, Jane Addams, answers. the 
question “Why women should vote?” 
Answers to objections to. woman. suf- 
frage will be found in the sixth chap- 
ter, by Alice Stone Blackwell. The 
book “covers practically the entire 
field of suffrage claims and evidence” 
and is “designed especially for the 
convenience of suffrage speakers and 
writers and for the use of debaters 
and libraries.” 

Another book which has woman for 
its subject is “Woman Under the Law.” 
by Alvah L. Stinson, a Quincy man. 
We_have two copies, one of which was 
presented by the author. This book is 
a comprehensive study of the “rights, 
privileges, and disabilities of women 
under the law." Among the subjects 
considered are marriage settlements, 
breach of promise, separate property 
of married women, courtesy, divorce, 
separation by agreement, and alimony. 

A third book about woman is that 
by Edith Abbott, called “Women in In- 
dustry.” This is the result of an 
analysis of recent census. statistics 
dealing with the ‘employment of 
women. It is a study in American 
economic history, ana deals with the 
industries: cotton, 
boots and shoes, cigar-making, cloth- 
ing, and printing. The establishment 
of the factory system, the problem of 
women's wages, and public opinion in- 
regard to the working woman are 
among the other important subjects 
discussed.

edy, believe that possibly 500 of the 
i%51 passengers had been put into the 
boats when the Lusitania went down. 
No trustworthy report sets the figure 
higher; the majority estimate the 
survivors at perhaps 400. 

Just how many of the crew made 
their escape is also a matter of con- 


jecture. Of the officers, very few 
are alive now. If 1000 of the 2067 
on board have been saved, it will 


surpass expectations. 

‘'wo or three hundred survivors. are 
believed to have been landed = at 
Clonakilty. Two rescue steamers, 
believed to be the Warrior and Julia, 
bringing more survivors, are making 
Queenstown, and it is reported that a 
Greek steamer is steaming to Kins- 
ale with boats of the Lusitania in 
tow. Only eleven survivors have 
been landed at Kinsale. 

Hit by Two Torpedoes 

Whether more than one submarine 
was responsible for the sinking of 
the steamer is as yet unknown. Wild 
rumors that an infernal mine Caused 
the ship's destruction were at first 
credited, but this was proven untrue 
| when the first survivors reached 
, Shore and were able to tell their 
| stories.

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CHANGING LAW OF NATIONS. 

In the application of international 
law to apy episode of the present war 
it should be borne in mind that there 


ure two elements which are destined 
to work great changes in the eode 
voverning belligerents and neutrals in 
time of war. These two elements are 
the submarine with its torpedo and 
the airship. Just as the discovery of 
gunpowder overturned many of the 
old rules of warfare so will the sub- 
marine and the airship eventually al- 
ter many of the rules which came into 
being before the day of these marvel- 
jous achievements of science. 

For example, Wilson «& Tucker's 
work on “International Law,” pub- 
lished in 1909, doeS not deal-with the 
submarine and the torpedo. The 
question of aerial jurisdiction, likely 
to become of great importance, is 
disposed of in a paragraph. The fact 
that the submarine has been made a 
useful instrument of warfare 15..T@r 
sponsible for the awful tragedy of 
Friday and for the crisis which 
faces the American people today. 

To reach full effectiveness the sub- 
marine comes into direct conflict with 
the heretofore generally accepted 
rules of international law. A sub- 
marine to be fully effective must.at-j 
tack without warning. It must 
strike in the dark. And after having 
struck its size and character prevents 
its playing the part of rescuer. 

International law forbids an act 
such as that of last Friday when 
hundreds of innocent lives were sac- 
rificed. International law forbids sink; 
ing a ship of the character of Lusitania 
even though contraband of war is on 
board and even though it is claimed 
as a prize of war, except in the last 
extremity when it becomes impossible 
to convey the prize to a port of the 
captor. And in that case interna- 
tional law forbids the destruction of 
the lives of neutral citizens or indeed 
ef non-combants of the hostile nation. 

Obviously the submarine could not 
convey the Lusitania to a port nor 
could it warn and remove the pas-| 
sengers. A wireless message from the 
Lusitania might have brought 
friendly warships to the rescue if 
there had been sufficient warning. 
According to the present status of in- 
ternational law, therefore, the sub- 
marine is powerless to act in circum- 


stances such as those of Friday.

Coroner's Verdict Charges Wilful and 
Wholesale Murder 
Kinsale, Ire., May 11.—That he 
}had knowledge that an attempt was 
}to be made to torpedo the Lusitania 
j Wes the statement made by the com- 
|mander of the ill-fated liner here. 


Testifying at the inquest into the 
death of five’ victims Of the Gisaster 
who were brought here, Captain 


Turner said that although the voyage 
was without incident up to the time 
‘the Lusitania was struck he had re- 
ceived information that an attempt 
would be made by submarines to sink 
| him. 

Turner declared that there was not 
the slightest doubt that the Lusitania 
was torpedoed, and said that she had 
been struck the first time forward he- 
tween the first two funnels. 

The jury returned the 
verdict: 

“The jury finds that this appalling 
{crime was contrary to international

New York, May 11.---As the liner 
Transylvania draws nearer fo the 
“war zone” anxiety for her safety in- 
creases. The fact that she is marked 
to be the next’ victim of the German 
submarine causes thé offices of the 
Cunard and Anchor lines to be bom- 
; barded with telephone messages and 
| calls from relatives of passengers, all 
desirous of obtaining some news ot! 
the steamer. The only answer given 
was that no ili news had been re- 
ceived and that the Transylvania was 
so far all right. 

She is not due to enter. the war

True gentlemen who are clean 
end retiring in nature prefer to live 
in seclusion and shun the society of 
mean persons. When men of. integ 
rity and ability abandon the. official 
realm, mediocre and worthless indiv- 


administra- 


posts 


iduals exercise unchecked their mis- 
chievous arts to attain selfish ends. 
Under such circumstances no official 
would. attend conscientiously to his 
duties and all administrative affairs 
would. lack. proper supervision.” 

All this sounds very up-to-date and 
real. It might have been written by 
Woodrow Wilson.

COLUMBIA RIVER OPENED. 
How many Americans were acquain- 
ted with the fact that the Columbia; 
River is second only ‘to the Mississip- 
pi in size? The facts brought to light | 
in connection with the opening of the | 
Dalles-Celilo canal remind us once 


more of the vastness and variety of 
our national domain. 

The construction of this canal, af- 
tex ten years of cutting through eight 
miles of solid rock around the rapids | 
at Big Eddy, Oregon, has opened a 
country of 300,000 square miles to, 
water traffic and added four hundred 
miles to our total of navigable streams 
This new waterway removes the last 
barrier to the navigation of the Co- 
jumbia River and its main upper trib-| 
/ utary, the Snake, from Lewiston, Ida-| 

ho, to the Pacific oecan, a distance of | 
five hundred miles, and opens the 
Columbia itself to transportation as 
far as Priest River rapids in W ashing- | 
ton about four hundred and fifty miles 


from the sea 

Thus is realized a hope that has 
found expression in the Northwest ev- 
er since the earliest pioneer times and 
the exploring expedition of Lewis and 
Clark in 1805, Such an achievement 


is well worth the cost, which is var-- 


iously estimated as from five to six 


million dollars. If the Priest River 


and the Kettle Falls rapids are simi- 
larly dealt with, the Columbia River 
will be navigable as far as Revel- 
stoke, British Columbia, a distance of 
hearly a thousand miles. 

The completed Dalles-Celilo canal 
alone opens an empire to larger settle- 
ment and 


navigable but little more than a hun- 
dred miles, will be famous for more 
than its myriad salmon which, after 
being netted and canned, are caten in 
every hamlet of the United States and 
shiped to every part of the world.

THE WOMEN’S PAGE, 

An effort to improve the women’s 
pages in newspapers is reported at 
the national convention of 
Women's Christian Associations, held 
the past week at Los Angeles, »Cal, 
The National Board of this organiza- 
tion disapproves of the love and beau- 
ty copy which constitutes so large .a 
share of the typical Woman's page. 
It proposes to offer in its place mor- 
ally uplifting articles. 

Any effort to improve the newspa- 
per press of the country is always 
welcomed by newspaper men and the 
public. But it must be practical. 
Nothing would please the editor bet- 
ter than to fill his pages with articles 
on the True, the Good, and the Beau- 
tiful, if the public demanded it. But 
it is to be feared that a newspaper of 
that character would not be able to 
pay the salaries of its working force 
or the cost of its type. 

It is the popular sentiment that a 
woman must make herself personajly 
attractive. Her wealthy cousins 
leave it all to the dressmaker. and the 
milliner and the beauty doctor, and 
need no newspaper advice. But the 
woman of moderate means must cut a 


great many corners to accomplish the 
feat. The newspaper gives the ex- 
perience and advice of others 

Also the newspaper is practically a! 
school in domestic science. it prints 
a great many articles showing how} 
women can make themselves more 
efficient in household tasks The old 
monk's proverb said, “To .work is te 
pray.” No labor is nobler, none bet- 
ter worth studying, than the process- 
es of daily home life. 

It_is probably true that the average 
woman's page is rather below the av- 
erage woman's intelligence. There 
ist plenty of room for improvement 
along the line where the National Y. 
W. C. A. is looking. (Much less might 
be said about complexions, and much 
more, about babies and food and sani- 
tation and women's work as teachers 
and in business positions. 


SELLING FOOD SUPPLIES. 

The newspaper man who makes a 
practice of looking over his exchanges 
must be greatly impressed with the 
great amount of space given io \ad- 
vertising food products. 

Formerly the bulk of newspaper_ad- 
vertising. was done by about four| 
classes of dealers: Dry goods, men’s 
clothing and furnishings, furniture, 
millinery. These classes of retailers 
still furnish a big section of news- 
paper advertising. But there has 
been a great tendency for advertising 
to. spread out into other lines of busi- 
ness, particularly into food ssoeeatl 

A good number of market men, | 
provision stores, and .grecerics have 
advertised for years. Many of them 
have seen their trade grow large and 
permanent thereby. But. in a great 
many cases their publicity work was 
confined to small and rather routine 
notices, with no detailed information 
about their goods. While this kind of 
notice helped-fix their business in ‘the 
public mind, it could have been made |

In his address before the Montclair 
Parents-Teachers association Tuesday 
evening Mayor Campbell speaking of 
lthe reduction of the city debt said: 
|“If the next administration follows 
{out the policy of practical economy, 
not niggardly economy but liberal 
economy, the debt can be reduced 
seventy-five thousand more next year 
and a hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars the vear after that.” 

His reference to “the next adminis- 
tration” immediately raised the ques- 
tion in the minds of some of his hear- 
ers, if it meant that he was not to be 
a candidate for re-election next Deec- 
ember. 
| When asked if that was what he 
meant {to convey Mayor Campbell 
laughed and said “I am not a politi- 
cian. Honestly | do not know at. the 
present time and shall probably nol 
definitely announce my intentions until 
later in the year.” 

Continuing he said, “The work of 
the office of course requires a great 
deal of time, and one has to sacrifice 
to a certain extent his own private 
business, yet it is a great experience 
and schooling for any man. This is 
my ir experience in a political of 

» | Want to say right here, hewever, 
oe : admit having made mistakes 
Hee no man is free from making them.

Campbell's declining. to be a candidate 
for the office again has prompted some | 
to inquire as vo a possible successor. 
President Whiton of the city council 
has frequently been mentioned but he 
has steadfastly refused unless the 
term was made a three or five year 
one and the salary of the office 
sveatly increased. The reason was 
that he could not afford to give up his} 
present business connections. 

| Ghanges are likely to come, however 
‘and it has been rumored round the 
eorners that President Whiton would 
retire from active business before the 
present year was out. 

When asked point blank if he was | 
considering becoming a candidate for!

Protect Birds and Game. 


A n@wetaw that goes into effect June 
10 makes it unlawful for a foreign 
born unnaturalized resident, who does 
not own at lease $500 worth of real 
estate, to own, carry or have contrel 
of a shot gun or rifle, or to capture or 
kill any wild animal or bird whatso- 
ever except in self defense. 

The law gives the game commission- 
ers, their deputies, game wardens, 
members of district police, and all 
other officers qualified to serve crimi- 
na: processes the right, and imposes it 
as a duty, that they shall arrest with- 
out a warrant any such person With a 
shot gun-or rifie in his possession or 
on his premises. 

The law aims 
and small game which, without such 
protection, would soon disappear be- 
eause of depredations of certain class- 
es of foreigners who kill every edible 
bird or animal found in our fields or 
woods. Protect the song birds 
pecially, and above all else the quail.

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Everybody Save, 

Every person in the United States 
ten years old or,over may open an ac- 
count in a postal savings bank after 
July 1 according to dnouncement just 
made by the Postmaster General. 
Thus persons living in communities so 
sparsely settled as not to justify the 
designation of their local postoffices 
or regular postal savings banks, may 
open accounts by mail. Appeals from 
all parts of the country have come to 
do this and it has finally been decided 
upon. During the eight months prior 
to April 1 there was a net gain in de- 
posits of $19,000,000 ag against a gain 
of $8,000,000 for the same months the 
previous year.—Foxboro Reporter.

The full bench of* the Supreme 
Court of Massachotsetts handed down 
an eminently wise decision the other 
day. In the case of Alfred 'H. Flew- 
er the court held that the New Eng- 
land College of Chirepractic, Inc., had 
of D. C. 


no right to grant a decree 


(doctor of Chiropractic) and upheld 
the Superior Court whieh émposed a 
fine of $100 for granting a decree 


without authority. 

In answer to the complaint the de- 
fendant corporation contended that 
the degree granted to Flower was not 
a degree in the legal sense. The 
ruling of the court along this Hne 
was 
used in connec- 
tion with an unusual and high sound- 
ing word would be quite ‘as likely to 
impose on the ignorant and credulous 
as the false use of the conventional 
Doctor of Medicine. 

“The conferring of a title made up 
of the word doctor and a word relat- 
ing to the healing art may be found 
to be the granting of a degree with- 
in the meaning of the statute.” 

We trust this finding of the highest 
court in the commonwealth will serve 
to discourage the awarding of a 
handsome, gilt lettered diploma con- 
ferring a degree, which was awarded 
for litthe work and much money. The 
state should protect the people 
against quacks and should 
those men and women who have won 
degrees honestly after long and faith- 
ful study.
